Cattleman’s Round-Up 


To anyone who knows any­ 
thing about the Cattlem m’s 
Round-Up for Crippled Child­ 
ren, it will come as no great 
surprise to learn that C A 
(Charlie) Morris of Abilene 
has once again been name I 
general chairman of the Round- 
Up which annually provides 
approximately 
one-third 
of 
the operating funds 
of the 
West 
Texas 
Rehabilitation 
Center here. 
What may come as a sur­ 
prise is the fact that he has 
been renamed so early. The 
giant sale is still nearly three 
months away — set for Sept. 
30. 
“I guess everylx)dy in the 
Big Country — if not every­ 
body in the state of Texas — 
knows that we had a long, hard 
winter," said District Judge 


Raleigh Rrown 
of Abilene, 
president of the WTRC board 
of directors "We were face to 
face with the possibility of 
having to close the doors of 
the Center for good when the 
generous pubilc came to our 
rescue.” 
Judge Brown referred 
to 
Qperaton Survival, when peo­ 
ple from all over the nation 
chipped in a total of nearly 
$180,000 
in 
less 
than 
two 
months when it became pub­ 
lic that the non-profit Center 
had outgrown its budget. 
All that money isn’t gone, 
but a good part of it went to 
pay off old bills, and some of 
it to begin construction on a 
new wing to take care of the 
increased patient load," 
he 
explained. "It means, simply, 
that the Round-Up will have 


to be more productive 
than 
ever before so that the Cen­ 
ter may continue to give the 
free treatm ents to the child­ 
ren of the Southwest." 
Last year’s Round-Up raised 
some $82,000 toward the Cen­ 
ter’s annual budget of some 
$262,000. 
Other funds come 
from 
memorial 
donations. 
Easter 
Seals, 
and 
various 
United Funds. 
"We know that if we’re to 
have a more successful Round­ 
up than in the past, we’re go­ 
ing to have to start 
earlier, 
so th at’s what we're doing," 
Judge Brown said, adding that 
Morris would be appointing 
area chairmen in the 
near 
future. 
"We’ll start taking animals 
anytime now, and will feed 
them out until sale tim e,” he 
said. The cattle will be quar­ 
tered at the W TRCs own pens 
south of Abilene until sale 
date. 
Most of the cattle begin 
arriving the week before the 
sale, but WTRC officials have 
already cleaned up their lots, 
hoping that cattlemen who plan 
to ship early will donate when 
they ship. 


The September 30 sale is 
expected to receive hundreds 
of 
animals 
from 
ranchers 
throughout 
the 
Southwest 
The Round-Up began in 1960 
when Coke County rancher 
Conda Wylie donated 20 calves 
to the Center 
"W e’re 
ready

picking up stock anywhere and
